Booklet could help parents spot the danger signs 


ITS the moment every par¬ 
ent dreads - when a doctor 
tells you that your child has 
a rare cancer. 

Just 18 months ago, Ramsgate 
mother Tracy Bennett had to come to 
terms with knowing that her four- 
year-old daughter Chloe was suffering 
from Wilms’ tumour, a cancer that 
attacks the kidneys. 

The disease spread to her lungs, but 
Chloe is now in remission after ad¬ 
vanced chemotherapy. The youngster

must still visit Great Ormond Street 
Children’s Hospital in London and 
the QEQM in Margate because, 
although the treatment was success¬ 
ful, it damaged her lungs. 

Chloe has a large scar across her 
stomach as a result of the ordeal. 

When Tracy was confronted with 
Chloe’s illness, she had never heard of 
Wilms’ tumour. She feels parents 
should be given an authoritive guide 
by the NHS that describes symptoms 


of cancers, including Wilms’, that may 
affect children. 

Tracy said: “My little girl was ill and 
I had no idea she was suffering from 
an aggressive cancer. There should be 
a book for parents which describes in 
easy terms the causes and effects of 
these cancers. In Chloe’s case, doctors 
were able to catch it early and she is 
doing well. 

“The hospitals have done a brilliant 
job, but if I’d had access to a booklet I 
might have had a better idea of what 
was going on.”

'It was him or 
me'. Machete 
attack fear led 
to knife killing, 
court is told 


KILLER Paul Prendergast 
has told how he plunged a 
knife into the neck of a 
man he said was trying to 
hack him to death with a 
machete. 

Former French Foreign Legion¬ 
naire Prendergast was in fear of 
34-year-old Cathal ‘Ivan’ Hughes 
after he bruised his ribs with a 
mallet in a fight, he said. 

A day earlier, Prendergast, 45, 
had taken part in a kidnapping, 
against his will, after Irish-born 
Hughes had sliced a six-inch gash 
in his neck and wounded him in the 
shoulder. Prendergast, who has 
pleaded not guilty to murder, said 
he was sitting on the floor of the 
bedroom he rented to Hughes at his 
home in Margate Road, Ramsgate. 

Hughes was lying on a bed with 
the machete across his midriff and 
two knives by his side, Maidstone 
Crown Court was told. 

The two men were arguing about 
Hughes repeatedly stealing and 
crashing a van he owned because 
the Irishman had a vendetta 
against Folkestone drug-dealers. 

Answering questions from prose¬ 
cutor Peter Alcock, Prendergast 
said: “It was him or me. He hit me 
over the head with the handle of 
the machete. I reached up and the 
blade broke in the side of his neck.” 

Hughes was stabbed several

times and police found the bedroom 
covered in blood. 

Prendergast said: “I could see his 
hand tighten on the handle of the 
machete. I’m not a coward. I can 
face adversity. I thought I’d better 
have a weapon and grabbed one of 
the knives.” 

Prendergast was wearing just 
boxer shorts and a vest during the 
attack. He said Hughes was men¬ 
tally unstable and had a past 
history of stabbing people. 

Prendergast told the court: “He 
hit me. I was conscious of grabbing 
the knife and felt something nick 
my hand. This was self-preservation. 
I was putting up a desperate 
defence.” 

Mr Alcock said: “I put it to you, 
you were totally in control. Mr 
Hughes died in his duvet. He never 
left his bed.” 

Earlier, Prendergast told how he 
was coerced into taking part in the 
kidnapping of the partner of 
Hughes’s ex-girlfriend from flats in 
Manor Road, Folkestone. 

He said he had tried to stop 
Matthew Foster going into the 
fourth-floor flat because he knew 
Hughes was armed and dangerous. 

The pair grabbed the terrified Mr 
Foster but let him go the next day. 
Two days later, Hughes was dead. 

The case continues.

Rape-charge cabbie 
appears in court 

A TAXI-DRIVER from Broadstairs has 
appeared in court charged with rape. 

David Stirrups, 53, of Whitfield 
Avenue, was arrested at his home on 
Tuesday last week after a woman in 
her 30s told police she was assaulted 
after a night out. 

Stirrups has been charged with 
two counts of rape and one of inde¬ 
cent assault after an alleged incident 
at a Ramsgate address in the early 
hours of Saturday, April 10. 

He appeared at Margate court on 
Thursday and was remanded in cus¬ 
tody. He is due to appear at Canter¬ 
bury Crown Court for a preliminary 
hearing on Tuesday, June 1.

More turiiines will be turning 


TURBINES off the isle could com¬ 
prise part of the biggest offshore 
wind farm in the world by 2016. 

The Crown Estate, which owns the 
site, has given permission for turbine 
capacity at Thanet Offshore Wind 
Farm to increase to 300MW. 

The Kentish Flats wind farm off 
Heme Bay will also expand. It can 
generate 90MW but will be able to pro¬ 
duce another 50MW after expansion. 

The Royal Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Birds says expansion could 
cause problems for red-throated 
divers, as the outer Thames estuary 
has been designated internationally 
important for the birds. 

Alison Giacomelli, of the RSPB, 
said: ‘We don’t know yet if we need to 
be worried. The problem is not colli¬ 
sions but that wind farms deny feed¬ 
ing grounds to diving birds. 


“The developer needs to find out if 
the expansion area is a feeding 
ground. There is an area called Pan 
Sands we know is popular with birds. 
If the expansion was into that area, 
we would be concerned.” 

The wind farm can only be built 
once there has been an environmen¬ 
tal assessment and consultation. 

Ole Bigum Nielsen is head of off¬ 
shore projects at Vattenfall, the Swe¬ 
dish firm running the two wind farms. 

He said: ‘Vattenfall is pleased to 
have reached this important stage in 
the negotiations to extend Kentish 
Flats and Thanet wind farms. 

‘Vattenfall is investing more than 
£1 billion building two offshore wind 
projects in UK waters and support¬ 
ing hundreds of jobs because wind 
power is a cornerstone of our vision 
to make electricity clean by 2050.” 
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Biopk to reveal secrets 
of Carry On star Hattie

OOH, matron! A new biopic of isle 
screen legend Hattie Jacques is 
being filmed - and it is likely to con¬ 
tain a few surprises. 

On screen, the Carry On actress was always 
the epitome of high moral standards, but it 
later emerged she was a love cheat in real life. 

Jacques was married to John Le Mesurier - 
probably best known for his portrayal of 
Sergeant Wilson in Dad’s Army - but the rela¬ 
tionship was doomed despite them having two 
sons, Kim and Robin. 

She moved in a new lover while Le 
Mesurier remained in the family home. 

The stoiy goes that he moved into the 
attic of the family house in Margate, 
while cockney car-dealer John 
Schofield moved into Jacques’s bed. 

Le Mesurier refused to rock the 
boat, to avoid ruining his cheating 
wife’s career, during their marriage 
from 1949 to 1965. 

After the pair divorced, Le Mesurier moved to 
nearby Ramsgate and married his second wife 
Joan, who in turn ran off with his comedian 
friend, Tony Hancock, for a year before return¬ 
ing to Le Mesurier. 

Ironically, Jacques had starred with Tony in 
Hancock’s Half Hour. 

Le Mesurier died from a stomach haemor¬ 
rhage caused by cirrhosis on November 15, 
1983, and is buried in the churchyard of St 
George the Martyr, Church Hill, Ramsgate. He 
was 71.

Now Gavin And Stacey actress Ruth Jones is 
to play Jacques in a BBC biopic. It will examine 
her racy love life, which saw Jacques embark 
on an affair with the much younger Schofield. 


Hattie - to be screened by BBC Four later 
this year - will examine her secret affair, which 
is a far cry from many of the more homely char¬ 
acters she played through much of her career. 

Sandgate-bom Jacques was also known for a 
long on-screen partnership with Eric Sykes in 
his TV sitcom Sykes. 

Bom Josephine Edwina Jacques, she died in 
1980 from a heart attack, aged 58, with a final 
TV appearance that year in an Asda advert. 

Despite appearing in 14 Carry On movies, 
her physical stature meant she was often cast 
as matronly characters, which sparked the now 
cultural classic exclamation “Ooh, matron!” 
from Kenneth Williams. 

Ms Jones is best known for her role as the 
ample Nessa in Gavin And Stacey. She also 
appeared in BBC One’s recent adaptation of 
Tess Of The D’Urbervilles. 

She said: “Hattie Jacques is a comedy heroine 
of mine and I’m thrilled to have been asked to 
play her. 

“She was an incredibly talented and fascinat¬ 
ing woman both on and off screen and so much 
more than just the ‘funny fat lady’. I can’t wait.” 

Jacques took her stage name after appearing 
blacked up as in a minstrel show called Coal 
Black Mammies For Dixie. She was compared 
to American actress Hattie McDaniel and the 
name stuck. 

McDaniel was the first African-American 
actress to win an Oscar, for her supporting role 
as Mammy in the 1939 epic Gone With The 
Wind. 

Executive producer Jemma Rodgers said: 
“The drama has a wonderfully warm heart and 
takes us behind the scenes of the public face of 
Hattie Jacques to reveal her unconventional 
but very modem relationships.” 


Seafront tragedy 
as postman dies 

A POSTMAN died after his bike was hit 
by a lorry as he cycled along Margate 
seafront in the early hours of Friday. 

Mick Gamer, who had worked for 
Royal Mail for more than 30 years, was 
taken to hospital after the accident in 
Marine Terrace, which took place at 
about 3.45am. He died later. 

Mr Garner, who was 61, lived in 
Garlinge and delivered to the Millmead 
area. He leaves behind son Jonathan, 
also a postman. 

A keen Chelsea fan, he was hoping to 
see his team parade their Premiership 
and FA Cup trophies at the weekend. 

Police closed the road for more than 
five hours, causing traffic snarl-ups 
during the morning msh-hour. 

Tributes, including flowers, were left at 
the scene of the tragedy.

Isle's Blue Hag 
beaches offer a 
dean getaway

THE isle will have more Blue 
Flags flying over its beaches than 
anywhere else in Britain this 
summer. 

Thanet council says the success comes after 
a massive effort to keep the sands clear and 
clean in time for the seasonal rush of 
‘staycationers’ as economic uncertainty contin¬ 
ues to affect holiday plans. 

The Blue Flag is Europe’s standard to show 
which beaches meet specifications set down by 
Keep Britain Tidy. The council says a total of 
nine flags will fly in Thanet. 

They were awarded to Minnis Bay, Birch- 
ington; St Mildred’s Bay and West Bay in 
Westgate; Botany Bay and Joss Bay in 
Broadstairs; and Ramsgate Main Sands. 

They have all kept the awards received last 
summer. Minnis Bay has held a Blue Flag 


since 2002, while West Bay has been awarded 
one for the sixth year running. St Mildred’s 
retains its flag for the fifth year running. 

Westbrook Bay, Margate Main Sands and 
Stone Bay in Broadstairs also won back the 
accolade they were last awarded in 2008. 

Blue Flags are only awarded to beaches that 
have the highest quality in water, facilities, 
safety, environmental education and manage¬ 
ment. Viking Bay received the Quality Coast 
Award for the fourth year running. 

To achieve this award, beaches have to meet 
strict criteria, including clean sands, being tree 
of litter and dog-fouling, have good access with 
good facilities and guideline water quality. 

Mark Seed, the director of environmental 
services at Thanet council, said: “We’re delight¬ 
ed to have more Blue Flags than any other 
council area in the UK. 

“It shows how seriously we take the condi¬ 
tion of our beaches. It’s a great boost to tourism 
and a wonderful way to start another summer 
season.” 


Do you recognise this duo? 


THIS CCTV image of two men who may 
have bought alcohol for under-18s in 
Ramsgate has been released. 

Police and council staff want to talk to 
the men as part of an investi¬ 
gation into the problem. 

Six youngsters were 
stopped on Friday, April 23, 
as they were heading 
towards Ellington Park with 
24 cans of lager. 

Officers who seized the 
alcohol and poured it away 
then discovered the drink 
was bought for the young¬ 
sters at a Newington shop. 

Buying alcohol for those 
who are under age can lead 
to a maximum fine of £5,000. 

Licensing officer Nigel 
Cruttenden confirmed that 
the store could also be prose¬ 
cuted for breaching its licence conditions. 

The seizure of the drink was part of a 
joint operation by Thanet police’s neigh¬ 
bourhood task team and Thanet council to 


ensure licensed premises and taxi and 
private-hire drivers are adhering to the 
terms of their licences 
Sgt Martin Turner, who leads the task 
team, said the majority of 
premises visited were “well 
run”. 

He said: “We take seriously 
what the community tells us 
matters most and are work¬ 
ing closely with colleagues at 
the council to use our com¬ 
bined powers as an effective 
way of tackling drink-related 
antisocial behaviour.” 

Sgt Turner’s team issued a 
warning to an off-licence for 
selling cigarettes to a 
teenager, spotted a man who 
had breached the terms of 
release from prison and 
returned a lost handbag to its 
rightful owner.

One of the men is in his 30s and was wear¬ 
ing a grey suit. He claimed to be a Det Con 
Willis and was well spoken. He was accom¬ 
panied by another male, aged about 16 or 17. 

Det Sgt Claire Munday said: “Should some¬ 
one call and you are not confident they are 
genuine, close the door and call Kent Police 
for verification. None of our officers will mind 
if you do this.”

Motorists targeted 
in police operation 

MORE than 30 isle motorists had expen¬ 
sive reminders about careless driving in a 
week-long crackdown last month. 

Speeding, driving without wearing a 
seatbelt and using a mobile phone were 
all targeted. Drivers were stopped and 
fined by police during the campaign. 

Four were issued with a fixed-penalty 
notice, £60 fine and three points after 
being caught speeding, while 14 drivers 
were issued with fixed-penalty notices, 
£60 fine and three points on their licence 
for using a mobile phone. 

Eighteen drivers were fined for not 
wearing seatbelts and six cars were seized 
for no insurance. Finally, as part of 
Operation Cubit, 33 vehicles were taken 
off isle streets for not having a tax disc. 

Car-wash trade is 
going down drain 

COUNCIL officers have pulled the plug 
on a car-wash business because it doesn’t 
comply with contamination regulations. 

They have given the owners of Chapel 
Hill Car Wash in Ramsgate Road, 
Margate, 28 days to sort out drainage 
problems. 

Planning officers from Thanet council 
noticed chemicals and waste-water run¬ 
ning straight into the road when they 
made a spot-check. 

Under planning permission, the own¬ 
ers were supposed to ensure adequate 
drainage but so far haven’t complied. 

Principal enforcement officer Steve 
Albon said: ‘We’ve concerns about chemi¬ 
cals being washed straight into the road. 
That’s why we have taken drastic action.” 


THE Broadstairs branch of Banna¬ 
tyne’s Health Club is expanding, 
with planning permission having 
been won for a spa on the site.

How did you start your musical career? 


A I started to become interested in music 
when my school, St Lawrence College, sent 
home a list of music classes.

A How did it feel to sing and play for Tracey Emin when she 
({came to Margate last month? 

A I felt very proud and happy to be chosen to 
play for Tracey Emin, the Marquess of 
Bath and all the other important people at the 
recent Turner Contemporary event. I had a 
few butterflies, but they were from excite¬ 
ment, not nerves. 

Tracey said afterwards that my voice was 
“beautiful, unusual and arty”. She gave me 
good advice for the future, saying “Believe in 
yourself, even if no one else does. Believe in 
yourself and you will be successful. Just work 
hard, don’t worry about what anyone else 
thinks of you, you don’t need anyone else, you 
have your music, just as I have my art”. 

I like Tracey, she didn’t talk down to me, she 
spoke to me as if I was on the same level as 
her, even though she is world-famous.

Who or what is your inspiration? 


A My favourite instrument is the piano - it’s 
part of me, I feel connected to it somehow. 
My great-grandmother was an accomplished 
pianist and her photograph stands on our 
piano, watching over me as I play. I like to 
think that a part of her and her love of music 
lives on in me. I enjoy singing and playing my 
harp and flute as well, but the piano makes 
me feel complete.

A I was born here and I’ve lived in 
Broadstairs all my life. Thanet is beautiful

Do you like pop music - and if so, what artists? 


A I have been greatly inspired by Matthew 
Weston, a pianist who plays in concerts at 
the Sarah Thome Theatre Club at Hilderstone 
College in Broadstairs. 

The first time I heard him play Debussy’s 
Clair De Lune, I was entranced and vowed 
that one day I would play as well as he does. 

I’m inspired and uplifted by the music of 
Beethoven, Mozart and Bach, but Debussy is 
my favourite classical musician. 

Nature inspires me, too, especially the sea. 


A Yes, I love pop music. My favourite artists 
are Selena Gomez, Taylor Swift, Alicia 
Keys and Justin Bieber. 

Q Does music come easily to you, or is it something you 
have to work on? 

A Music comes naturally to me - it lives 
inside me and is a part of me and I can’t 
imagine life without music.

“The RSPB has been actively involved in 
managing nature reserves in the South East. 

“But the countryside is increasingly 
unfriendly to wildlife because of decades of 
habitat loss, which has robbed many species 
of food and shelter. 

“Landowners, Government agencies and

conservationists working together have start¬ 
ed to turn things around and in the South 
East we are in a strong position to begin this 
revolutionaiy new approach to conservation. 

“The area is rich in wildlife but also faces 
many pressures, not least from development 
and the threat of climate change. 

“Over the coming years we are looking for¬ 
ward to working with our many partners in 
the region to secure a safe future for wildlife. 

“But we need to move beyond the nature 
reserve and create really big areas of land, 
whole landscapes, where wildlife has space to 
move and thrive, providing more flexibility to 
adapt, especially in the face of the uncertain¬ 
ties that climate change will bring.” 


In another big announcement, the society 
has named its new chief executive, who has a 
Kentish background. 

Dr Mike Clarke, the charity’s director of 
operations, will take over from Sir Graham 
Wynne, who is stepping down after 23 years. 

He said: “My informal career with the RSPB 
started as a member of the Young Ornitholo¬ 
gists’ Club in Maidstone. 

“The RSPB is in great shape to tackle the 
challenges the natural world faces. And let’s 
not be under any illusion, they are huge. 

“The twin challenges of biodiversity loss and 
climate change must be met by robust and 
urgent action around the world, yet this eco¬ 
logical crisis coincides with the one of the 
biggest economic crises the world has seen.”

asScally cuts 

Gills jobs after 
latest defeat 


A WHIRLWIND week at Gilling¬ 
ham FC has led to an uncertain 
future for players and supporters 
of Kent’s only Football League 
club. 

Chairman Paul Scally moved quickly follow¬ 
ing the Gills’ second relegation in three sea¬ 
sons on Saturday, May 8, announcing first the 
departure of manager Mark Stimson and then 
the surprising release of all 14 out-of-contract 
players. 

The Dubai-based businessman told the BBC 
he was angered by the manner of the team’s 
3-0 defeat at Wycombe, which sealed the club’s 
fate in front of more than 2,300 away fans. 

He said: “The performance was alarming for 
me and I troubled about it all over the week¬ 
end. I don’t remember feeling as low as I feel 
at the moment, because I feel I’ve failed. 

“I appointed the manager and I stuck by

him. I gave him the funds he needed at every 
instance, I worked him a decent budget and I 
think we’ve got a very good squad of players.” 

Former Grays and Stevenage boss Mr 
Stimson was appointed Gills manager in 
November 2007 but was unable to halt the 
club’s slide into League Two. 

His new-look team bounced straight back 
with promotion via the play-offs in May 2009 
but failed to win a single away game in a dis¬ 
appointing return to the third flight. 

Resignation 

Supporters verbally abused Mr Stimson and 
called for him to resign following the disas¬ 
trous defeat at Wycombe, but the 42-year-old 
refused to budge until Mr Scally forced his 
hand two days later.

“I’m contracted, but that will be up to the 
chairman,” Stimson told KOS Media after the 
game. 

“He’ll make that decision and I’m sure he’ll 
be honest with me. You can see that the sup¬ 
porters weren’t too happy at the end and there 
were shouts of my name. 

“That’s a discussion myself and the chair¬ 
man will have, and I’m sure he will make the 
right decision that he thinks will take the club 
forward.” 

The day after Stimson left the club by 
“mutual consent”, it was announced that all 14 
out-of-contract players had been released and 
were free to seek employment elsewhere. 

These included captain Barry Fuller and 
popular veterans Simon Royce and Mark 
Bentley. 


However, it was noted that the next manag¬ 
er would reassess the situation when he was 
appointed. 

Early favourite for the job is former player- 
manager Andy Hessenthaler, who recently 
just missed out on a third successive promo¬ 
tion with his new club Dover Athletic. 

Mr Hessenthaler told KOS Media early this 
week that he had received no contact from Mr 
Scally but that he would like to return to full¬ 
time management. 

“I’ve never hidden my desire to return to 
Football League management,” he said. “But I 
am on contract at Dover and have a job to do 
to win the Conference South next season.” 

Another candidate had been thought to be 
first-team coach Mark Robson, but he was 
released from his role at the club last week. 


Paedophile gets a 
foreign-travel ban 


A NOTORIOUS sex offender has been 
banned from visiting an entire continent. 

The foreign-travel order prevents pae¬ 
dophile Frederick Stephens from going 
to Asia, where it is believed he intended 
to 'buy a wife’. 

He had been part of the Wonderland 
Club that was smashed in 1998. 

Stephens was among 107 men arrest¬ 
ed for ‘trading 5 photos of children over 
the internet. 

He was jailed in 2001 for child sex 
offences. 

This new order prevents the 55-year- 
old from going anywhere in the Far East 
for three years, thanks to the efforts of 
worried detectives. 

The Margate father-of-two is also for¬ 
bidden from entering Turkey. 

It follows a civil action at Canterbury 
Magistrates Court. The case will not be 
reviewed again until at least May 2013.

Former MPs support David 
Miliband in leadership bid 


DAVID Miliband has won the back¬ 
ing of former Kent MPs in his quest 
to succeed Gordon Brown as leader 
of the Labour Party. 

The ex-Foreign Secretary was the first to 
throw his hat in the ring following Mr Brown’s 
resignation on Tuesday last week, and the deci¬ 
sion has been welcomed by fellow party mem¬ 
bers in Kent. 

Should the 44-year-old win the leadership 
contest, he will have until 2015 to rebuild the 
Labour Party and mount a serious election 
challenge - unless the new Con-Lib coalition 
fails before then. 

Other possible contenders include Mr 
Miliband’s younger brother and former Energy 
Secretary Ed Miliband, ex-Education Secretary 
Ed Balls and outgoing Chancellor Alistair 
Darling. 

Gwyn Prosser, who lost his Dover seat to the 
Conservatives, gave his backing to the elder 
sibling while simultaneously slating Mr Balls. 

He said: “David has shown himself to be a 
highly effective performer. He has good leader¬ 
ship skills and has done a great job as Foreign 
Secretary, but most of all he is able to articulate 
some of the most complex issues. That’s essen¬ 
tial these days. 

“On the other hand, Ed Balls has some unfor¬ 
tunate characteristics. I was not at all happy 


with the way he stigmatised some of the very 
talented schools in Kent [as part of the 
National Challenge programme] and in my 
own constituency.” 

Before his election to Parliament in 2001, 
David Miliband had served as Tony Blair’s 
head of policy and was credited for playing a 
major part in the Labour Party’s landslide 
victory of 1997. 

He served in various ministerial posts for 
the first several years of his tenure until being 
appointed Environment Secretary in 2006, and 
then Foreign Secretary a year later. 

“I think David is dynamic and is an intellec¬ 
tual heavyweight who would have a broad 
appeal,” said former Chatham and Aylesford 
MP Jonathan Shaw. 

“He would be more than a match for the new 
Prime Minister and his deputy.” 

Despite refusing to reveal his pick for the 
leadership, former Gillingham and Rainham 
MP Paul Clark said both the Milibands could 
do a good job. 

He said: “There’s a wide range of talent out 
there and they both have their strengths. 

“Both are equally very capable and possess a 
great number of positive assets. 

“All the potential leaders would no doubt 
bring different things to the party, but the 
critical thing is that we have a leader who is 
energetic and who has a vision of how we 
should go forward.”

DESPITE the general election 
producing an inconclusive result 
and a hung Parliament, there were 
clear winners in a mock poll held 
by two Ramsgate schools. 

Students at Chatham House and Clarendon 
House grammar schools took part in the hus¬ 
tings, with the Liberal Democrat candidate 
Ruby Guyatt, 17, coming top with 158 votes. 
She tempted voters with home-made fairy 
cakes topped with LibDem yellow icing. 

Second place in the CHS hustings was poli¬ 
tics student and Conservative candidate 
Charlotte Ferris-Lawlor, 17, with 125 votes. 
She also revealed that her ‘sweetener’ for 
voters included free ice-cream. 

Third place went to Marco Geraghty, 18, 
with 114 votes; he revealed his poster cam¬ 
paign in the sixth-form common room of 
“pretty ladies” helped draw attention to his 
polices for some sections of the electorate. 

He said: “It is important to encourage people 
at all different levels to get interested in voting.” 

Rohan Banjeree, 18, who stood as the Neo- 
Conservative Anarchist candidate, polled just 
33 votes. He said: “I went a bit Monster Raving 
Loony Party with my campaign for my experi¬ 
mental fringe party.” 

His campaign included topping up pensions 
through military savings made by replacing 
troops with a missile-firing robot army. He is 
to study politics at university. 

The turnout of444 voters represented 60 per 
cent of the possible electorate, which mirrored 
the national trend. 

At Clarendon House, where the result was 
announced on the afternoon of polling day, 
Thursday, May 6, the main national parties 
were beaten into the two bottom spots by the 
423 voters who took part, representing a 72.7 
per cent turnout of those eligible to vote. 


The youngest candidate, Katie Avery, 14, won 
the election for the Planet Thanet Youth Party 
with 118 votes. She campaigned on greater 
recognition and awareness of youth viewpoints 
in the district, free travel for under-18s, more 
sports facilities and environmental awareness 
including swapping printed books for e-books. 

Overhauling 

Runner-up was Levi Henry Roberts, 18, for 
the Levi Liberation Party with 92 votes. His 
policies included removing the House of Lords, 
overhauling the national drugs policy and 
opening borders to allow freedom of travel. 

Third was LibDem Caroline Hobbs, 17, from 
Denmark, who polled 89 votes with pledges 
including getting rid of tuition fees and working 
for a greener planet. Fourth was Abigail Brown, 
16, for the Conservatives with 67 votes; and last 
was Fatima Ewas for Labour with 56 votes. 

The mock election was organised by teachers 


Craig Lowis and Diana da Costa and the can¬ 
didates wore rosettes, distributed campaign 
literature and wrote their own manifestos. 

Mrs da Costa said: “At Clarendon the stu¬ 
dents were really excited when head of school 
Rose Coldwell announced the result. There 
has been great interest in the mock election 
and it has really shown students the impor¬ 
tant of democracy. 

“At Clarendon, if a student had not regis¬ 
tered on the school roll, they were not eligible 
to vote, in much the same way if a person is 
not on the national electoral register they can¬ 
not vote - it was a good lesson of citizenship. 

“Our first- and second-placed candidates in 
particular really did work hard and cam¬ 
paigned extremely enthusiastically and this 
was reflected in their success.” 

Mr Lowis at Chatham House said: “The 
mock election was a great way of raising polit¬ 
ical awareness.”

Clive Hart, the isle's Labour group leader, demands an end to crowded living conditions in flats 


AT April’s Thanet council meeting, my 
motion aimed at increasing the min¬ 
imum area size for all new flats on the 
isle was referred to the cabinet for 
determination and/or report. 

I now call on the new Thanet council cabinet to act 
swiftly and firmly on this issue. 

During recent consultation on the Cliftonville 
Development Plan Document, residents expressed 
concern at the number of small units being created, 
leading to over-development and overcrowding, an 
issue ward councillors Linda Aldred, Doug Clark and 
I have raised consistently with the council since 2003. 

The conversion of properties into flats across 
Thanet has often resulted in cramped living 
conditions where smaller flats have been created to 
achieve a higher density of dwelling units. 

This can have serious knock-on effects regarding 
physical and mental health, as well as crime. 

The dimensions of the property you live in can 
define your life. A national survey showed people 
were as anxious about getting away from members of 
their own family as they were about their neighbours. 

Privacy affects everyone’s stress levels and can even 
shape a child’s future. 

To rebalance our local communities, the council 
wants to encourage more families into urban areas 
and these families need storage for prams. 


Property size is one of the main reasons people 
move and persistently transient populations in 
Thanet cause the council further serious problems. 

The council’s current 'conversion to flats’ guidelines 
specify a minimum standard of 50 square metres for 
a two-bedroom flat. This standard is simply not 
appropriate for modern-day living in Thanet. 

Through our ‘no one-bedroom flat’ policy that we 
fought for and achieved in the Cliftonville West 
Renewal Area, we have discovered that registered 
social landlords already insist on larger minimum 
sizes for their flats than Thanet council does for 
newly-built or converted flats in the private sector 
and we call on the council to end that anomaly and fix 
one decent minimum size for all new flats in Thanet. 
• The motion put to council and which will be 
discussed by the cabinet on Thursday, May 20: 

Following lengthy discussions with residents and 
neighbouring ward councillors during the 
consultation on the Cliftonville Development Plan 
Document and our many attempts throughout that 
process to have the minimum sizes for new flats 
increased, and as the council expressed the view 
during the DPD consultation that any size limitation 
on new flats should be decided for the district as a 
whole and not just for Cliftonville ... 

We now call on full council to increase the minimum 
area size for all new flats to - at the very least - match 
those for decent social housing requirements without 
further delay.

Onine judgement 
puts sentencing 
ball in yonr court Q

THINK there are too many 
hardened criminals on our streets 
because of 'soft 7 sentencing by out-of- 
touch courts and judges? 

If so, you can check out a new interactive 
website that has been launched in Kent to 
counter that perception by allowing the public to 
pass their own sentences on virtual villains. 

They can then compare the outcome of real-life 
cases, with names changed, with their own 
sentencing suggestions. 

One case is already online and it appears that 
most people agreed with the bench of magistrates 
shown in the interactive film of a man found 
guilty of criminal damage and given a 
community sentence - however, a few wanted 
him locked up for three months. 

More cases will be uploaded in coming months. 

The Kent Criminal Justice Board (KCJB) said 
it was concerned that many people still didn’t 
know what happened inside a courtroom nor 
appreciated how complex an apparently simple 
hearing could turn out to be. 

It has now created the chance for the public to

judge and pass sentence on real-life criminal court 
cases. 

The interactive guide to sentencing takes the 
viewer along the passage of justice step by step, 
explaining some of the usually hidden details. 

It shows how the decision-making process 
works and gives visitors to the site the chance to 
be the judge and pass sentence themselves. 

Acting Chief Constable of Kent Adrian 
Leppard, who chairs the Kent Criminal Justice 
Board, said: “Improving people’s knowledge of 
how the criminal justice system in general and 
the courts in particular work is a key factor in 
improving public confidence.” 


The deputy chairman of the Magistrates’ 
Association, John Fassenfelt, who sits on the 
Central Kent Bench, said: “The website is 
designed to open the system up to communities 
and help them see, first-hand, that the 
punishment fits the crime and the important 
part that magistrates courts play in serving their 
communities.” 

The KCJB comprises Kent Police, Crown 
Prosecution Service, Kent Probation, the Prison 
Service, Courts Service, Youth Offending Services 
and the Legal Services Commission.

OPERATION DYNAMO 
70TH ANNIVERSARY 

Tuesday, May 25, to Thursday, May 27 
Ramsgate Royal Harbour 

SEVENTY years ago, Ramsgate 
played an important part in one of 
the most extraordinary operations 
of World War II. 

Over a period of nine days in May 1940, 
338,000 British and Allied troops were res¬ 
cued from the beaches and port of Dunkirk in 
France. The Admiralty commandeered 800 
civilian boats as part of Operation Dynamo 
and these boats became known as the Little 
Ships. Next week, the remaining 50 Little 
Ships will return to Dunkirk to commemorate 
the dramatic evacuation. 

To mark the 70th anniversary of Operation 
Dynamo and the contribution made by the 
community, Ramsgate will be the focus for a 
series of events. The commemorations start on 
the evening of Tuesday, May 25 with a talk by 
David Welch, professor of modem history at 
the University of Kent. He will be giving a talk 
called The Story of Operation Dynamo - The 
Evacuation from Dunkirk - at the Oak Hotel. 

On Wednesday, May 26, there will be a range 
of events taking place as part of Dynamo Day, 
organised by Ramsgate Heritage Partnership. 
A service for the Little Ships will be held at 
Sailors Church with veterans’ standards at 
noon, followed by the parade. 

At 1pm a lunch will take place at the Oak 
Hotel with a special guest of honour - Celia 
Sandys, granddaughter of Sir Winston 
Churchill and author of Chasing Churchill. 
There will also be a tribute to Dame Vera 
Lynn, performed by Kas. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Kent, Allan Willett, 
will inspect the Little Ships at the Royal 
Harbour at 2.30pm and Reverend Tom Heifer, 
secretary general of The Mission to Seafarers, 
will bless the boats. The Mayor’s reception will 
be held at Custom House at 5pm, followed by 
a skippers briefing at 6.30pm. 

Step back in time for a 1940s-themed night 
of fun at the Belgian Bar and Cafe, with Tony 
LeSurf and Four’s A Crowd from 7pm. The day 
will finish with a bang as the spectacular fire¬ 
work display gets underway at 10pm. 

Early the next morning, the 50 original 
Little Ships will set off for Dunkirk, escorted 
by HMS Monmouth, the RNLI and the 
Maritime Volunteer Service. As they make 
their way across the busiest shipping lane in 
the world, thoughts of the dramatic and coura¬ 
geous evacuation will be at the forefront of 
everyone’s minds. 

A number of events will be taking place at 
Dunkirk over the weekend, including a memo¬ 
rial service on the beach on Saturday, May 29, 
and the Little Ships will return on bank holi¬ 
day Monday (May 31). 

The Association of Dunkirk Little Ships has 
been returning to Dunkirk every five years 


since 1965, when broadcaster Raymond 
Baxter - who had recently bought a Little 
Ship - decided to start the event on the sug¬ 
gestion of his young son. The only exception 
was 1970, when bad weather caused the event 
to be cancelled. 

Operation Dynamo was set in motion on 
May 26, 1940, when the War Office sent a 
secret cipher telegram to the Admiralty stat¬ 
ing that an emergency evacuation of troops 
from the French coast was required immedi¬ 
ately. Although British and Allied Forces were 
fighting hard to stop the German advance 
through Europe, Hitler’s troops had forced 


them to retreat and cornered the Allied Forces 
in a small area around Dunkirk. 

Hundreds of privately-owned pleasure craft 
were pressed into service, being taken to 
Sheemess to be fuelled, then marshalled at 
Ramsgate where Naval officers, ratings and 
experienced volunteers were put on board. 

From Ramsgate, they set out to undertake 
the daring rescue and more than 300,000 lives 
were saved as a result. Today, the phrase 
‘Dunkirk spirit’ is still used to express courage 
and determination in the face of adversity.

OUR airports are under 
siege from volcanoes and 
striking BA staff, so getting 
away by plane can be 
fraught with problems. 

Luckily, here in Kent we are in the 
prime location to take advantage of 
all that Europe has to offer without 
needing to board a plane. 

A wealth of destinations is less 
than half a day away by car and ferry. 

Picardy in the Somme region of 
France is a great place to start. The 
area already attracts a large num¬ 
ber of British travellers who visit 
First World War battlefields, but the 
region has much to offer those less 
interested in military history. 

After arriving in Calais, drive 
south for an hour to the Bay of 
Somme (Baie de Somme). The estu¬ 
ary is considered one of the most 
beautiful in the world and offers vis¬ 
itors long stretches of sandy beaches 
and huge skies where you can watch 
the wildlife or hire bicycles and sand 
yachts. 

One of the biggest attractions for 
visitors is the Parc du Marquen¬ 
terre. This nature reserve, which 
was once a tulip farm created on 
land recovered from the sea, offers 
birdwatchers the chance to get close 
to a wealth of migrating birds. 

Familiar species such as herons 
and oystercatchers can be seen, but 
there is also the chance to see white 
storks on their huge nests that look 
like the end of a chimney sweep’s 
brush, not seen in the UK. 

On your way to the region’s capital 
Amiens, why not stop off at the town 


of Albert, which was totally rebuilt 
after 1918? An excellent lunch can 
be had at the Basilique restaurant 
in the town square opposite the 
church, with its famous golden stat¬ 
ue of an angel and baby Jesus on the 
top of its tower. 

The region’s capital Amiens, just 
30 kilometres away, makes an ideal 
destination for a short break. 

Wander the ancient streets around 
the cathedral. The mighty gothic 
structure is a UNESCO world her¬ 
itage site, with a remarkable facade 
full of intricate carvings of saints, 
kings and folklore. 

An evening meal in the waterside 
district of Saint-Leu offers the 
chance to soak up the atmosphere of 
French dining. 

The area is the historic heart of 


the city but also offers modern 
nightlife and attracts large numbers 
of students who study at the nearby 
Faculty of Science. 

Amiens is situated at the conjunc¬ 
tion of a myriad of rivers and canals. 
First-time visitors should take a 
boat trip round the floating gardens 
of the Hortillonnages. 

These smallholdings surrounded 
by water have been cultivated by 
locals since the Middle Ages. Most 
are now private gardens, although 
some still supply fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles to local shops. 

It is a remarkably tranquil place 
in the centre of the busy city and 
uniquely French in character. It’s 
the ideal place to end your visit to a 
region that deserves being explored 
again and again.

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Russell Crowe doesn't quite hit 
the bullseye in Scott's Robin Hood

EVERY generation has its own 
version of Robin Hood. 

Douglas Fairbanks donned the tights with 
pride in the early 1920s, followed by a dashing 
Errol Flynn with a feather in his cap in the 
1930s and Richard Greene in the long-running 
1950s TV series. 

Disney cast a wily fox as Robin in the splen¬ 
did 1973 animated version before Michael 
Praed and then Jason Connery portrayed “the 
hooded man” in the popular ITV series Robin 
Of Sherwood. 

Kevin Costner flexed his bow to Bryan 
Adams’ (Everything I Do) I Do It For You and 
most recently Jonas Armstrong sexed up the 
Saturday night schedule on BBC One as the 
eponymous crusader. 

With each new incarnation, the mythology 
has been embellished and any historical 
veracity sacrificed at the altar of artistic 
license. 

Director Ridley Scott and leading man 
Russell Crowe - who worked together on the 
Oscar-winning Gladiator - reunite for a thun¬ 
derous new opening chapter in the legend of 
the 12th century folk hero. 

Shot with Scott’s typical bombast, this Robin 
Hood juxtaposes spectacular battle scenes 
with romantic interludes, political intrigue 
and melancholic flashbacks, all set to Marc 
Treitenfeld’s rumbustious score. 

It’s unabashedly macho and predictable 
with an inevitable battle cry for Crowe to rally 
the troops into action: Gladiarcher, if you will. 

Richard The Lionheart is slain on the battle¬ 
field by the besieged French. 

Fearless archer Robin Longstride (Crowe) 
and his friends Little John, Will Scarlet and 
Allan A’Dayle head back to England. 

In order to secure safe passage back home, 
Robin poses as slain knight Sir Robert Loxley 
and continues the ruse with the dead man’s 
wife, Marion (Kate Blanchett), in order that 
she clings onto the family estate once ruled by 
the now blind and decrepit Sir Loxley. 


Over time, Robin falls in love with Marion 
but any chances of an enduring romance are 
threatened by double-crossing Godfrey (Mark 
Strong). 

Meanwhile in London, Prince John seizes 
the throne but quickly makes enemies of advi¬ 
sor William Marshal and his mother, Eleanor 
of Aquitaine. 

Robin Hood is a lively jaunt through 
Plantagenet history, incorporating the famil¬ 


iar figures of Friar Tuck and the Sheriff of 
Nottingham. 

Crowe’s accent roams the British Isles 
depending on who he is acting opposite, which 
is distracting, but Blanchett is luminous with 
an unshakable Nottingham burr, which adds 
warmth to some choice lines of dialogue. 

“I sleep with a dagger,” Marion warns Robin 
when they first meet. “If you so much as move 
to touch me, I will sever your manhood!”

Strong doesn’t overplay his villain, hissing 
all of the usual orders to kill Robin, with flecks 
of humour courtesy of the soon-to-be-Merry 
Men. 

Screenwriter Brian Helgeland ends with 
Robin and co exiled in the forest, accompanied 
by the title card, “And so the legend begins”. 

If Scott’s film hits the bullseye at the box 
office, you can be sure that Robin and Marion 
will ride again in a sequel.

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Blues boss in struggle to 
sign Aveley striker lUohy

MARGATE manager Iain 
O’Connell faces a battle to secure 
the signature of Martin Tuohy 
despite the official confirmation 
of the Gate’s relegation reprieve. 

The Aveley striker was in talks with 
O’Connell last week but may now be tempted 
by a move to Braintree Town after seeing his 
former boss, Rod Stringer, given the top job at 
the Blue Square South club. 

Tuohy continues to head O’ConneH’s list of 
transfer targets but he admitted he may have 
to look elsewhere for attacking options if, as 
expected, Tuohy teams up with Stringer once 
again. 

“I’m still talking to Martin,” said O’Connell. 
“The only problem is that his previous manag¬ 
er’s got the job at Braintree and he wants to 
take him with him so it might be harder to get 
him now. 

“All the players I’m talking to are talking to 
other clubs so hopefully the official announce¬ 
ment [of a reprieve] gives another incentive for 
them to sign. It’s better for me because I can 
speak to other players and tell them we’re 
staying up. I’m talking to five players at the 
moment and I’ll probably get two or three.” 

Having finished fourth-bottom in the 
Ryman Premier Division, Blues chiefs always 


expected to be reprieved for a second succes¬ 
sive season following financial difficulties at 
other clubs in the non-league pyramid. 

Monday’s announcement now allows O’Connell 
to enter into contract negotiations with prospec¬ 
tive signings, having already secured the spine of 
his team for the 2010/11 season. 

Margate’s location has presented an obstacle 
in attracting new players to the club in the 
past, but O’Connell insists the problem is nei¬ 
ther new or insurmountable. 

He said: “I’ve had it at Great Wakering, 
being at the other end of the earth. Players are 
always thinking about the travelling but it’s one 


of those things and you have to deal with it. 

“Most of the players are signed so that’s it, 
they’re agreed - the likes of Jay Saunders, 
James Pinnock, Tommy Osborne, Aaron Lacy 
and Jamie Turner. They’re going to be on con¬ 
tracts so there’s not been a problem keeping 
hold of them. 

“I’m talking to two other forwards [as well as 
Tuohy], I’m talking to a full-back who’s also 
played in midfield and can play right across the 
back-four and I’m talking to a midfield player.” 

Margate will travel to Great Wakering 
Rovers, O’Connell’s previous club, for a pre¬ 
season friendly at Burroughs Park on July 31.

Shepherd slump continues 
against lowly-ranked Slovak 


THERE was no upturn in Kirk Shepherd’s 
fortunes at the Players Championship in 
Austria last weekend as the Ramsgate-bom 
player made two early exits. 

Shepherd suffered a humiliating defeat to 
Gregor Goijup in Saturday’s event, crashing 
out 6-3 in the preliminary round to a player 
ranked 1,624th in the world. 

The Slovakian’s previous career earnings 
totalled just £67 compared to Shepherd’s 
winnings of £110,000 but with his form con¬ 
tinuing to desert him, the 23-year-old was 
forced to depart at the first hurdle. 

Sunday saw Shepherd return to Salzburg’s 
Renaissance Hotel for the second event 
where he saw off Sebastian Pecjak 6-1 to 
reach the first-round proper. 

There he beat Dave Ladley 6-2 but, drawn 
against Michael van Gerwen in the second 
round, he slipped to a 6-2 defeat to leave 
with prize money of £200. 

Simon Whitlock came from 3-0 down to 
defeat Steve Beaton 6-4 in Saturday’s final 
and he also reached the final on Sunday 
before losing by the same margin to Phil 
'The Power’ Taylor. 

The tournament was Shepherd’s last 
before he heads to Bolton’s Reebok Stadium 
for the UK Open, which runs from June 3-6 
and sees players entered into a random 
draw irrespective of their rankings. 

With the preliminary and first rounds 
featuring players ranked lower than 64 in 
the UK Open order of merit, Shepherd will 



enter at the second-round stage with a tie 
against Adrian Gray, ranked 45th, ten 
places above him.

Going into the sixth - and last - round it 
looked any man’s fight and while Woolford 
tired, Haywood’s work was that bit sharper. 

Woolford’s preparations were hampered 
when he was forced to spend ten extra days 
in Australia due to the volcanic eruptions in 
Iceland, but he made no excuses. 

He said: “It was close and Dan [Downer, 
trainer] said I needed to win the last round. 
Maybe [being stuck in Australia meant] I 
wasn’t as sharp late on as I would have 
liked to have been but I can’t make excuses. 

“Still, it was really close and I thought I 
could have nicked it. 

“I’ll get back in the gym and see where we 
go from there. I said to Haywood we should 
have another fight, our own little trilogy, but 
he said he’d rather play tiddlywinks next 
time and has had enough of me.” 

Referee Ken Curtis scored the fight 59-56, 
which seemed wide of the mark to many 
fans at ringside. The fight looked in the bal¬ 
ance in the last round with Haywood, 28, 
just shading it for the win. 

Woolford’s record dropped to ten wins, six 
defeats, three knockouts, while Haywood 
upped his ledger to 20 wins, five defeats, 
four knockouts and one draw.
